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ABSTRACT 

Designed to provide a backdrop for institutional 
planning and management decisions, this data book highlights key 
institutional trends and operating characteristics of the Community 
College of Philadelphia (CCP). Section I offers an overview of the 
evolution of the college during its 2U-year history, illustrating the 
changing profile of CCP students, the changing size of the staff, the 
dramatic growth cf enrollments, and the concurrent expansion in 
institutional budgets. Section II examines enrollment patterns from 
1976-77 to 1986-87, including data on program enrollments, on- and 
off-campus student headcount, full- and part-time attendance, evening 
and weekend enrollments. Division of Community Services headcount, 
and remedial enrollments. Section III offers data on CCP*s revenues 
and expenditures, including information on state aid, instructional 
costs per credit hour, program costs, tuition income, faculty 
salaries, class size, and faculty productivity. After section IV 
looks at faculty and staff numbers and characteristics, section V 
presents a longitudinal perspective on student goals, gender, 
racial/ethnic background, and age. Finally, section VI examines 
student academic performance in terms of credits earned, grade point 
average, and withdrawal and graduation rates.

We believe the data 
reported in this year*s Compendium are more accurate 
than those presented in prior years.

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Section I 



A Tventj-Year Snapshot of Conauaitj College of Philadelphia 

The following cable was prepared to provide a sense of Che 
evolucion of the College over Che lasc Cwency years. The table 
shows Che changing profile of scudencs enrolled ac Che College, 
Che changing size of the scaff, che dramadc growth of 
enrollments, and che concurrent expansion In 1 n sc i t ct 1 onal 
budgets. Particularly noteworthy are the recent declines in the 
numbers of full-time students and the dramatic growth in the 
numbers of part-time students. (It should be noted that these 
headcount numbers include Summer and non-credit students, as well 
as on-campus and off-campus credit enrollments.) 

The data also highlight the changing profile of students 
enrolled at the College. Black student enrollments peaked at CCP 
during the late 1970*s and have been declining since that period 
of time as a percentage of total enrollments on campus^ White 
student enrollments as a percentage of total enrollments fell 
dramatically daring most of w 1970's but have been increasing 
significantly during che last ew years. Asian scudenc 
enrol Imc iic s were minimal ac Che College uncil che beginning of 
che 1980's and have recencly exceeded Hispanic enrollmenc*: on 
campus. Hispanic enrollmencs have been fairly scable as a 
percencage of che scudenc body since che early 1970's. Until 
recencly, chere has been a gradual decline in the number of men 
enrolled on-campus and an increase in che percencage of women 
enrolled on-campus. 

During che lasc Cwency years, che number of programs on 
campus has increased eighcfold an^l *:he number of full-cime 
faculcy has quadrupled. Average taculcy salaries have increased 
by 350% significantly oucpacing inflacion during chis period of 
time. In sc 1 cue ional coses per PTE increased ty 267% during the 
Cwency-year time period. The College's educational and general 
expenditures were 15.6 times greater in 1986-87 than they were ± 
1967. 

The percentage of students receiving financial aid has 
declined from che peak period during che mid-1970's. Currenciy, 
17.2% of scudencs enrolled ac the College receive some form of 
financial aid. This circumscance is direccly associaced with the 
significant increase in part-time and non-credit enrollment and 
also reflects tightened eligibility requirements for financiaJ 
aid which has disqualified some students for financial aid 
a s si stance •

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En roll sent Patterns 



Aggregate enroilc:ents in 1986 -87 were consistent with those 
the prior year. A total of 11,522 FTE's were enrolled in 
.d6-87 as compared with 11,570 in 1985-86. 

Since the move to the new campus in Spring, 1983, total 
college enrollments have been fairly stable. However, t^ere have 
been significant changes .n the nature of some of the 
enrollments. There has been a substantial shift from on-campus 
to off-campus PTE's. On-campus PTE's tell by 665 PTE's between 
the Pall, 1985 and Pall, 1986 and 568 PTE's between the two 
Spring terms. These were matched by increases in enrollments at 
off-campus locations, especially in non-credit programs. Spring, 
1987 on-campus enrollments were at the lowest level since the 
Pall, 1974 term. 

Over 38, 000 different individuals enrolled in at least one 
credit or non-credit course at the College during the 1986-87 
year. This reflected an all-time peak headcount enrollment of 
students served at the College. As of the end of the 1986-87 
year, 227,512 different individuals had taken at least one course 
at the College. 

New student enrollments at the central campus were down by 
316 PTE's from the prior year. This continued a slight decline 
in new student enrollments which has occurred on-campus in each 
of the last four years. On a programmatic basis, enrollments in 
most areas of the College remain constant. There were increases 
in several business division programs and a dramatic reduction in 
data processing enrollments. Continued efforts to accurately 
maintain student program codes lead to a continu*;d reduction in 
the numbers of students that were enrolled under the General 
Studies program. Headcount enrollments on-campus peaked in the 
Fall, 1980 term and have been declining since. The Pall, 1986 
term was the first term in which more headcount students were 
enrolled in off-campus locations than on-campus. This pattern 
was con'-inued in the Spring, 1987 terra. On-Cc -pus retention 
patterns remained consistent with prior terms, while off-campus 
there was significant improvement in the retention of credit 
students fro.a one terra to the next. 

Enrollments of on-campus students from the various sections 
of the City remain essentially stable al though there continue s to 
be some erosion in enrollments from low-income areas of the City. 
The advent of the West Philadelphia and Northeast Regional 
Centers does not appear to have influenced the percentage of 
students enrolling on-campus from those sections of the City. 
The Regional Centers have increased the percentage of Community 
Services enrollments by students who live in the Northeast and 
West Philadelphia sections of the City. 
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Retention of on-campus students to the next term continued 
to decline (Table 6) ''dding to the on-campus enrollment losses 
experienced during 1986-87. Off-campus retention of students has 
improved (possibly as a result of the Regional Centers), but is 
still significantly lower ^^ln that experienced on-campus. 

Consistent with enrollment trends, the number of sections 
taught on the main campus declined significantly from the all- 
time high in the Fall, 1985 term and rose in off-campus 
locations. For the first time, over 300 credit sections we re 
taught off-campus in the Fall, 1986 terra. On-campus, the number 
of weekend and day sections declined significantly while there 
was an increase in a number of evening sections taught. Several 
disciplines experienced a decline in a number of sections taught 
during the 1986-87 year. These included: Office Administration, 
Mathematics and English. Slightly fewer remedial English and 
Math sections were taught in 1986-87 due to the decline in on- 
campus enrollments.

Flnanclrl PerforaaDce Indicators 



The data in this section collectively provide some 
background for understanding the College's revenues and expense 
patterns. The College Is funded on a different basis from each 
of its three principal revenue sources: the City, students and 
State. Students pay on a per credit hour basis. Thu s student 
revenues are directly related to the nuaber of student credit 
hours taught. The State reimburses the College based upon PTE's 
(full-time equivalent students) with additional reimbursement 
being received for students enrolled in career programs. The 
City provides a lump Sum allocation Co the College which is not 
influenced directly by the enrollment level that exists in a 
particular year. 

Table 20 shows that student cred't hours declined by 17,193 
between 1985-86 and 1986-87 fiscal years. Student clock hours, 
the unit in which n on -credit instruction is measured, rose 
significantly between the same two years so that the total number 
of student "iredit and equivalent student credic hours for the two 
years w.^re similar. However, since -much of the instruction that 
is done on a non-credit basis is offered at reduced or even at no 
charge by the College, this pattarn of .novement from student 
credit hours to non-credit clock hours does reflect the potential 
for reduced support from students. Part of the raduction in 
student credit hours t aught is fiiflected in the average load 
taken by full- and part-time students. Both declined slightly 
from the prior year. See Figures 6 and 7, 

Total PTE's reimbursable from the State (see Table 21) have 
remained relatively stable over the last three years. There were 
35 fewer PTE's fundable by the State taught in 1986-87 than was 
true in 1985-86. Despite salary increases that averaged 
approximately six percent, the College's educational and general 
expenditures increased by only 813,803 dollars, or 2.2 percent, 
between 1986-87 and 1985-86. This was made possible through a 
reduction in the number of full-time staff employed by the 
College in 1986-87, a significant reduction in supplies and other 
operating expenditures, and reflects the movement from credit to 
non-credit instruction which, under certain circumstances, can be 
offered with fewer costs to the College. On a relative basis, 
the greatest growth in expenses occurred in fringe benefits. 
Salaries increased to represent 66X of the Co liege's total gross 
operating costs, while supplies and other expenditures declined 
to 19. 4Z of the gross operating costs. 

The a/erage instructional cost per credit hour (Table 23) 
ranged from 27.01 dollars in Community Services to 361.17 dollars 
per hour in Cardio-Re spiratory . On-campus costs were lowest in 
the Business and Social Science divisions. Cost ptr credit hour 
is strongly influenced by enrollment shifts with significant 
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increases or decreases occurring in areas such as Office 
Administration which experienced enrollment shifts between 1985- 
86 and 1986-87. 



Average gross program coct (which include leased equipment 
expenditures and operating expenditures funded by special 
sources) was 3,300 dollars for 1986-87 up 3.5% from the prior 
year figure of 3,187 dollars. (Set. Table 24. J On-campus, the 
average gross program cost was 4,107 dollars, while off-campus it 
was 1,218. Because of class sizes and heavy use of laboratory- 
based in St ruction, prog ram costs we re highest in the Allied 
Health and Math and Physical Science division. Instructional 
areas which relied more fully on traditional classroom 
instruction, the Social Science and Business divisions, had the 
lowest average program costs. 

Of the current unrestricted revenues received by the College 
(money used for operating expenses, leased equipment, and non- 
inventoried capital), 32.5% each came from the State and City, 
while students contributed 30.1%. Interest income contributed 
4.2%. 



Table 26 details CCP cuition and FIE operating costs from a 
State perspective on both a current and constant dollar basis. 
[It should be noted that the operating costs showa here are 
somewhat lower than that shown in Table 24 because the State 
definition of operating cost, as opposed to gross operating cost, 
was used.] The Table shows the remarkable stability of tuition 
and real operating costs over •"irae at the College. Real FTE 
operating costs remained constant at the 1984-85 level. Earlier 
years were slightly lower because of the lesser operating 
expenditures associated with 11th Street campus. The tuition 
inciease in 1986-87 which followed four years of stable tuitions 
put tuition on a real basis back up to the level that was in 
effect in 1982-83. 



Mean salaries for faculty rose to 35,565 dollars in 1986-87. 
In comparison with the national averages, faculty in all four 
rank categories were above the national averages with the 
greatest relative difference occurring at the associate professor 
level where salaries were 21% above the national average and the 
smallest difference occurring at the full professor level where 
salaries were 12% above the national average. 



Due to the on-campus enrollment decline which occurred in 
both the Fall, 1986 and Spring, 1987 , there were reductio.is in 
the average class sizes in both terms. The Fall, 1986 class size 
was down 1.9% compared to the prior Fall term and the Spring, 
1987 average class size was down 4.2% from the prior year. 
Average class sizes in the Fall were 20.2 and 19.3 in the Spring. 
Off-campus, there was an increase in average class sizes to 17.3 
in the Fall. Spring, 1987 off-campus cla*»s sizes fell slightly 
from the prior year to an average of 15.9. Due in part to the 
nature of available classroom facilities in many off-campus 
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locations, average class sizes off-campus remained smaller Chan 
those on-campus. Consiscenc wlch Che decline in class sizes, 
average faculcy producdvlcy as measured by Che mean number of 
scudenc credlc hours Caughc declined by 3.8% becween 1985-86 and 
1986-87.

The number of full-time tenure-track or tenured faculty 
employed by the College declined in 1986-87 to 353 from a high in 
1985-86 of 358. There was a redaction in the number of faculty 
fcjiployed in the instructor and . ssistant professor categories and 
an increase in the associate professor category. The number of 
full pro/essors remained unchanged . The Social Science and 
Behavioral Science Division has the highest percentage of faculty 
members In the upper two ranks. The median number of years that 
faculty members have been employed at the College is 12. Sixteen 
percent have service of 19 years or longer, and sixteen percent 
have been with the College three years or less. The percentage 
of the faculty classified as Black, Hispanic or Astan is 15.6. 
An earned doctorate degree is possessed by 19.8 percent of the 
faculty. Of the College's administrative staff, 24.2% are 
classified as Black, Hispanic or Asian. Approximately 11% of the 
administrators have an earned doctorate.

Of the on-campus students who entered the College in the 
Fall, 1986 for the first time, 56% Indicated that they were 
planning to earn a degree at CCP. Off-campus, 26% of the new 
credit students indicated they eventually plan to earn a degree 
at CCP. Twelve percent of the on-campus students and 48% of the 
off-ca!!ipus students indicated they would only be enrolled at 
College for one term. Fifty-four parcent of the on-campus 
students and 22% of the off-campus indicated they eventually 
to transfer to a four-year school after study at CCP. Fifty 
percent of the on-campus were enrolled for job-related reasons 
while 70% of rhe off-campus were enrolled for job-related 
reasons. Students of f -campu s we re far more likely than on-campus 
student s to indicate certainty as to respect to their educational 
goals.

Consistent with recent on-campus trends, there was a small 
growth in the percentage of males relative to females enrolled 
on-campus. Approximately 40% of on-carpus students were male. 
0ff-campu8» only 30% of the '-redit student body was male. 
However, approximately 55% on the non-credit student body was 
male . 

The growth of White students relative to other race/ethnic 
categories on-campus continued. Off-campus, over 75% of the 
credit students were White, with Asian and Hispanic students 
being only slightly represented in off-campus credit enrollments. 
While reliable race codes are not available for all non-credit 
students, the majority are known to be White, followed closely by 
Black students with only a small representation of Asian and 
Hi spanic students. 

The continuing decline in Black student enrollment in higher 
education is emphasized in Table 44 which shows the distribution 
of the entering freshmen class by race. On-C.impus new Black 
students in 1986-87 constituted the smallest percentage of the 
entering class of any year in this decade. There was growth in 
new off-campus black students attributable to the opening of the 
West Philadelphia Regional Center. Both Asian and Hispanic 
enrollments in 1986-87 increased slightly from the prior year. 
Off-campus, 75% of the new students were White, 22% were Black, 
and approximately one and one-half percent were Asian and 
Hi spanic • 



The median age of full-time students on-campus was ?0, while 
the median age of part-time students was 28. On a combined 
basis, the on-campus median age was 24. Off-campus, the median 
age for credit students was 30, while it was 34 tor non-credit. 
For all Fall, 1986 students enrolled either on- and 
the median age was 28. Of these students, 1,789 or 
were 50 years or older, wnile 5,105 or 25.4 percent 
21 years or younger.

The median number of credits previously earned by all Fall, 
1986 on- camp us students was 15, while it was 18 for Spring, 1987 
on-campus students. Off-campus, the median number of credit 
hours already earned for Fall, 1986 students was 6, while it was 
9 for Spring, 1987 students. I'^or on-campus students, the median 
GPA 2oT course work already completed was approximately 2.56, 
while off-campus it was 3.0. 

On-campus, 6.4% of the enrolled students totally withdrew by 
the end of the final withdrawal period and 15.52 of the total 
individual course enrollments ended with eventual withdrawal from 
the course. Off-campus, the percentage of course withdrawals was 
8.8X. Grade distribution patterns on-campus were very consistent 
with prior years. Off-campus, there was a reduction in the 
number of "A" grades and a slight increase in the number of "C* 
grades and "D" grades. On-campus, there were variations in 
grading patterns across divisions and between full- and part-time 
faculty. Generally, students were slightly less likely to 
withdraw from classes taught by part-time faculty (classes 
offered with greatest frequency at night) than from classes 
taught by full-time faculty. "A" grades were awarded most 
commonly in the Math and Physical Science Division and in the 
Business Division. "F" grades were awarded most commonly in the 
Business, Humanities, and Math and Physical Science Divisions. 
Withdrawals occurred most commonly in the Math and Physical 
Science Division, followed by the Humanities and Business 
Division. The heavy use of "making progress" grades in the 
Humanities Division somewhat distorted that Division's 
distribution of grades relative to grading patterns in other 
divisions. Across the College, grading patterns are fairly 
consistent from Fall to Spring terms with slightly lower grades 
tending to be awarded in the Spring term. 

The number of graduates during the 1986-87 year was lower 
than that experienced by the College in any year since 1972. 
Declines in graduating number occurred in Career program areas 
and among Black students. Relative to the race/ethnic 
distributions of 1986-87 continuing students. Blacks, Hispanics 
and Asians were under repre sented in the graduating class, while 
Whites were overrepre sent ed .
